Albany, Oct. 4.—Governor 
Miller 


announced today that It would not be 
necessary to convene the legislature 
in extraordinary session for the pur- 
pose of amending the direct state tax 
law because of the decision of the 
court of appeals holding the state 
bonus law unconstitutional. The gov- 
ernor's decision, based upon an opin- 
ion by Attorney General Charles I>. 
Newton, was made known in a letter 
to Comptroller Charles L.. Craig of 
New York city. 


Comptroller Craig had suggested to 


the governor that the direct state tax 
law was made invalid by the court's 
ruling inasmuch as by an act of the 
legislature the 1921 tax for debt serv- 
ice was grouped in one rate and the 
sinking funds not 
specifically pre- 


scribed. Mr. Newton's opinion held 
that the whole debt service item of 
the law was void but that the statute 
is divisible, 


AS the result of the court's decision 


and economies inaugurated in state 
service, the governor said, the state 
tax rate would be reduced from a,695 
mills last year to 1.5043 this year, a 
total reduction of more than $12,- 
666,090. Unfortunately, in many lo- 
calities, he added, the tax burden lias 
been increased so that the reduction 
In state taxes will be more than offset 
by increased local taxation. 


Hull, England, Oct. t.—A coron- 
er's jury invetsigatlng the disaster to 
ih* dirigible ZR-2, which fell Into 
the Hum be r river August 24. killing 
more than 40 men, among them 16 
Americans, rendered a verdict today 
tltat it was due to an accident brought 
about by the break Ins of the airship 
from ftotno cause or causes unknown. 


While the Inquest was particularly 


into the death of Lieutenant Com- 
mander Charles G. Little of the Amer- 
ican navy, verdicts of accidental death 
were rendered in all the cases. 
Harry Bateman, one of the surviv- 


ing scientific experts on board th« 
ZR-2, testified that the first test of 
the craft was carried out satisfactor- 
ily at a speed of 40 knots. He said 
the other experts were so satisfied 
with the condition of the airship that 
they were anxious to cross the Atlan- 
tic in her. 
No previous airship had 


ever been so thoroughly tested; its 
structural strength was never doubt- 
ed.

EVER SO WELL 


TESTED AS THE BIG ZR-2 


(By The Associated Press) 
Inverness, Scotland, Oct. 4.—Prime 


Minister Lloyd George in a speech here 
today concerning unemployment, de- 
viated in his Introduction to refer op- 
timistically to the forthcoming con- 
ference in Washington on limitation 
of armaments, declaring "It will con- 
stitute on ot those outstanding events 
which will affect human history (or 
centuries." 


Mr, IJoyd George touched on the 
Irish question, declaring the London 
conference beginning- October 11, be- 
tween representatives of the British 
government and the Sinn Fein can only 
succeed tf those who enter it make up 
their minds definitely and resolutely to 
trust to the common sense of their 
own people and do not try the recon- 
cile the extremists." 


Mr, Lloyd George said he had hoped 


to further the Irish question while in 
the highlands but that through no 
fault of his or his colleagues he did 
not succeed, "At any rate When we 
enter the conference which will be 
held In London," he declared, "we 
shall do BO with what Is known as 
the Inverness formula, 
which 
was 


signed in this very chamber and dis- 
patched to the representatives of the 
Irish people," 


Dealing 
with 
unemployment 
he 


emphasized that it was not ordinary 
trade depression but a world condi- 
tion due to shattering effects upon the 
•world's trade, credit and competition. 


"The nations have had to mortgage 


their resources and pledge their fu- 
ture." Lloyd George said, "The result 
Is that it haa led to impoverishment. 
Traders, investors and workingmen— 
and everybody dependent upon them 
—must be impoverished for years to 
come," 


Meantime, the premier said. It was 


necessary to look after the needy.

Since tha invention

smokeless powder, which eliminated 
the

of guns in daylight, 


ordnance experts have been working 
to prevent similar "spouting" at night. 
This has now been accomplished, it 
was learned today. Night firing with 
ffuns as large as five inches, in which 
tho muzzle was barely visible to ob- 
servers 50 feet away, have recently 
been conducted with no more than * 
momentarily dull red glow, and no 
illumination whatever. 


This has been accomplished by in- 


troducing substances into the ppwder 
which when the gun 
is nr«d 
are 


volatilized, diluting and cooling the 
hot inflammable gases. 
Ordinarily 
these gases burst into brilliant flames 
when they meet the air. Salt and 
chloride of potash, tt is said, are two 
substances 
used 
to 
eliminate the 


flash. It also has been demonstrated 
that the report is appreciably lessen 
ed with flashless charges. 


Heaviest Piece ot Ordinance. 


Other features of the Friday pro-

"heaviest single unit of ordnance In 
the world," the recently-perfected 1S- 
inch. 50 calibre'gun mounted on a 
disappearing carriage.

range than any gun now carried by 
naval craft.

The 
petitioners allege that the company 
committed on act of bankruptcy yes- 
terday when It mad3 a general assign- 
ment of Its assets to Jules H, Lam- 
pert of Rochester and R. P. Boyd of 
New York. A statement by the com- 
pany on August 29 showed assets of 
$650,981 and liabilities of $328,000. 


The company wan organized in 1919 


by capital contributions from Ameri- 
cans of Polish descent, made chiefly 
In the form of Liberty bonds. 
The 


stockholders live mainly In tho vicin- 
ity of Rochester, New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Camden, N. J. 
One hun- 


dred live in Europe, mainly In Poland.

dent of the board of water supply 
since May 1, 1920, was examined by 
Clyde M. Proper, district attorney of 
Pohohario county, who appeared for 
the town or Gilboa- The board of 
waier supply of the ctty of New York 
has charge ot the securing of water 
for the city and conveying It to New 
York city, the construction of the 
reservoirs, etp.. 
but does not have 
charge of 
the maintaining of the 


reservoirs after completion. Questions 
as to maintenance of the Ash oh an 
reservoir were not answered by Mr. 
Gillesple as his board has nothing to 
do with the Ashofcan reservoir since 
its completion and turning over to 
the department ot water, gas and 
electricity. 


The various contracts entered into 


by the city of New York for construc- 
tion of substitute highways around 
the Gilboa dam were produced by 
the city as well as contracts for two 
bridges. 
These contracts were not 
placed in evidence before the com 
mission, being only marked for Iden- 
tification 
until 
Mr. proper could 
examine them.

Since the opening of the house 
three regular clinics have been de- 
veloped, a baby clinic, a tuberculosis 
clinic and a dental clinic. 
The baby clinic is under the direc- 


tion ot l>r. Champlin and Miss Rob- 
ertson, tha Red Cross nurse. From i!v<s 
to rtftccn mothers bring their babies 
every week for examination and ad- 
vice. 


The tuberculosis clinic Is under the 
auspices of the County Tuberculosis 
committee nnd is always well attend- 
ed. Dr. \VIneor rartkcs the examina- 
tions, assisted 
by Miss Ennts, 
the 


county tuberculosis nurse. 
The dental clinic, held twice a week. 


Is promoted by the Red Cross and 
City Health department. 
Dr. Dele- 
mater and Miss Kelyeii have c,harge 
of the clinic with the cooperation 
of Miss Knopf, tbe city nursf.
